The manufac- 
turers are now busy getting the right 
kind ef cana. Already some powder in 
safe cans ts on the market. A few months 
must elapse before the drug stores gener- 


ally cam be stocked with the safe article. 


Back of this there ts a history. 
— 


About two years ago Dr. Herman, hav- 
ing attended several children who had 


deen suffocated by stearate of zinc dust- 


ing powders, wrote an article in a medical 
journal reporting about a dosen cases. 
Dr. Abt had had some similar experi- 
ences, and he reported the danger to the 
American Medica] association. They 
gave it considerable publicity and, in 
consequence, they learned of many cases. 
They supplied this column with some in- 
formation and we gave it more publicity 
and asked for letters about cases, From 
all sources, the American Medica] and 
this column got reports of 131 cases, with 
twenty eight deaths. 

One ef the reports that came to this 
column was of a fatal case in which the 
coroners jury had asked the Illinois 
health department to take action. The 
Illinois health department was prepar- 
ing to ask the legislature for a law. The 
committee of the American Medical asked 
the representatives of the Illinois heaith 
department, the editor of this column and 
the manufacturers of sinc stearate dust- 
ing powders to meet with them. The 
manufacturers very promptly and will- 
ingly agreed to the following: 

To put up stearate of sine tn special 
cans equipped with safety tops. The 
holes in the tops are to be closed by 
covers held in place by a spring too 
strong for a baby. In addition they 
agreed to print a conspicuous warning 
label on the can, 

This agreement was signed by the nine 
leading manufacturers. Others not rep- 
resented directly at the meeting said they 
would be willing to abide by the agree- 
ment. The boxes holding stearate of 
zinc dusting powder under this agree- 
ment will be closed dust tight. They 
can be opened only by pressing on a 
spring. This spring will be too strong 
for the baby’s fingers. It remains to be 
seen how many wildeatters there will be 
who will get out a dangerous product in 
spite of this agreement. If it be found 
that there are many dangerous wildcat- 
ters it will be necessary to ask for leg- 
islation,

An tmportant function of legislation 
is to force vicious people to do what 
people with a decent regard for the rights 


and popular dusting powder. It fluffs 
well, feels smooth and velvety, and is 4 
good antidote for moisture, sweat, odors 
and body throwoff generally. It may not 
be better chemically than other dusting 
powders, but it is very agreeable to the 
skin, and that is what counts in a dusting 
powder, This arrangement should make 
its use safe,

Some absolutely refuse to vaccinat@® and 
others disagree as to how the contagion 
is carried.

fmalipox ts due to a virus which is spread 
by contact with people who have or who 
have very recently had smallpox. It is spread 
principally by the breath. though the excre- 
tions from the ulcerated skin may be some- 
thing of a factor. It is generally spread by 
contact. Chapin says in his book that the 
possibility that emallpex can spread a few 
feet through the air cannot be disproved. 
About 99 per cent of those who have never 
had the diseese and who have never been 
successfully vaccinated. are susceptible to 
smallpox. Of those who have been success 
fully vaccinated, as indicated by clinica] 
tests, almost none are susceptible in the first 
year thereafter. Of those whose vaccination 
has been successful, as indicated by immunity 
skin tests none are susceptible during the 
first year. During the second year the num- 
ber of stisceptibies is lees than 1 per cent. 
During the third year, something over 1 per 
cent. By the end of the seventh year the 
susceptibles make up, say. 10 per cent. By 
the fifteenth year. 20 per cent. 

Some never become susceptible again after 
one successful vaccination Fifty per out 
or more are susceptible twenty cars or more 
after vaccination.
